When the Canadian laciic Railway 
Company transferred its irrigation 
system to the Western Irrigation Dis- 
trict, it included Horticultural Plots 
at Strathmore where experiments in 
fruit and ornamental shrubs and trees 
have been carried on under the cap- 
able guidance of Mr. A, Griffen for 
the past few years. The Board felt 
that it did not have sufficient reven- 
ue available to continue this work and 
arranged for the Provincial Depart- 
ment to do it. Mr. P. D. Hargrave of 
Brooks is supervising this work and 
will spend part time here in future. 
At a later date the District will have 
a list of very desirable and useful 
shrubs and trees that will be avail- 
able for distribution next spring. 
Every farmer should plan to plant 
some of the hardy fruits. 

In view of the fact that much more 
interest is being taken in mixed farm- 
ing and irrigation, the Board has ask- 
ed the Provincial Minister of Agric- 
ulture to place a District Agricultur 
ist at Strathmore. The Minister has 
taken the matter under consideration 
and it is hoped that a District Agric 
ulturist will be placed here at an early 
date. 

The Annual Picnic will be held at 
the Headquarters of the District at 
Strathmore on Friday, August 4th. 
There will be a _ program including 
music by a band, children’s sport’s, a 
ball game and nteresting speakers.

No. 10 District of the A, F, U. gather- 
ed in the Memorial Hall Monday to 
complete organization and to discuss 
matters of much interest. 

Delegates were present from Drum- 
heller, Carbon, James River, Stand- 
ard, High River and Strathmore. 

Mr A. Anderson of Drumheller and 
Mr Issac of Carbon were elected 
chairman and secretary respectively 
for the afternoon.

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Alberta Wool— 
@ Southern Alberta is starting to 
ship new wool to the Eastern market. 
Five carloads have already one out 
through the Canadian Cooperative 
Wool Growers’ Agency in Lethbridge. 
Shipments so far have been contined 
to farm flocks only, the large range 
outfits to follow in the near future. 
Shearing is now starWng on a major 
scale. 

This year shearing has been help- 
ed by the poeration of Machine units. 
For the first time in the industry’s 
history throughout Canada courses 
are being given to sheep shearers. 
These are sponsored by Government 
services and cClusses have been at 
Lethbridge and Swift Current. Prac- 
tical instructions have been given by 
experts in the use of these machines. 


About two hundred attended the 
schools, and during the two day 
course each student sheared half a 
dozen or more sheep. 

Credit Unions— 

@ In the monthly report tor May 


dealing with Credit Unions emphasis 
was laid on the fact that May being 
a busy month amongst rural people 
litle work was effected in the setting 
up of new Unions. It was in May as 
likely to come in had become incorpor- 
porated. There were two new Credit 
Unions incorporated during the 
month which added to the 24 incorp- 
orated this year to the end of May, 
makes ae grand total of 153 incorp- 
orated. 

Farm Accidents— 

@ The ratio of preventable accidents 
in agriculture is higher than in any 
other industry in Canada. Machinery 
is the chief source of farm work 
accidents. Livestock comes a close 
second and falls are in third place. 
Loose clothing caused one-third of all 
farm accidents invohbving machinery. 
Full Production— 

@ In 1880, it has been estimated, 19 
farmers could produce enough for 
themselves and one other person. 

In 1940, a comparable 19 farmers 
could prodcce enough for themselves 
and 65 other people. 

In 140 years the efficiency of agric- 
ulture has been increased 6400 per 
cent. 

To what is this due? Science, en- 
gineering transportation. In 1800 ag- 
ricultue was an art with almost no 
science. Art plus science has pro- 
duced abundance.

Foresighted farmers over the Dom 
inion are trying to figure out whether 
their voluntary and involuntary say 
ings in war years will serve them ad 
equately through the period of un 
certainty in the initial post-war years. 

A summary the views of a fair 
sample of prairie farmers, given nec 
essary protection, believe this to be 
the case. They cite the retention of 
price ceilings on consumer goods and 
a cushion or shock-absorber through 
the maintenance of adequate floor 
prices as necessary protection to en- 
able them to secure a fair share of 
the national income.

by several facts. 
be of farmers are now able to. pay 
income tax; farm mortgage indebt- 
ness is at its lowest level in decades 
and inflation has been bridled to a far 
grater degree than even the most op- 
timistic ever anticipated. 

Admittedly farmers savings are 
largely due to the inability to obtain 
normal replacements, repairs, etc. 
No one can suggest that all surplus 
money held by farmers today is pro- 
fit. A good share must be classed as 
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at a higher level

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replacement and depreciation re 
serves. Many of the farmers require- 
ments will be urgent necessitles as 


soon as the war ends and supplies are 
made available. However this should 
not suggest a rush to purchase on an 
unprecedented = scale. Those who 
plan to cover their replacements and 
other needs over a period of three to 
five years after the war ends, will un- 
doubtedly benefit from more fayor- 
able e¢ost prices through the increased 


production of the things they must 
buy. 
Planned and systematic buying

Roberts Meat Market OTTAWA LETTER 
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This week amendments to the Crim- 


inal Code were before the House. 

Section 364 reads— “Every one is 
guilty of an indictable offence and 
liable to imprisonment for life or for 
any term not less than 3 years who 
steals, 

(a) a post letter bag. 

(b) a post letter from a post letter 
bag or from any post office or from 
any officer or person employed in any 
business of the post office of Canada 
or the mail.” C. and D. refer to the 
stealing chattels or money from a post 
letter. 

. If person is found to be guilty un- 
der this Section he may be sentenced 
for life but the minimum is a 3-year 
sentence. It was found that convic 
tions could not be obtained. The ob- 

| ject of the amendment was to have 

' the term left to the discretion of the 

| agistrate. It was also felt that long 

| imprisonment was too severe a pun- 
| ishment and that it should not be pos- 

' sible for magistrates to give a life 
sentence. However, the only change 
that was made was to remove the 
minimum so that a shorter term o! 
imprisonment could be handed out. It 
was found in many cases that Juries 
would not bring in a verdict of guilty 
because they felt that the minimum 
sentence was altogether too severe. 

During the discussion many itter- 
esting cases were brought to the at- 
tention of the House. One lawyer, 
who is practising in Toronto, told of 
the harsh decisions that a certain 
Judge had made. He said that this 
Judge was unduly severe and handed 
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callousness that was appalling. In 
due season, he said, the Juries retus- 
ed to risk what he might do to a poor 
fellow in the dock. This lawyer said 
he saw Juries bring in verdicts of not 
guilty when the prisoner was obvious- 
ly guilty. This was the reason the 
Minister had for amending the Code 

During the discussion it was 
brought out that the whole Criminal 
Code should be revised, simplified 
and consolidated in such a way that 
it would be easily understood by the 
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average person. 

People throughout Canada are most 
interested in the Family Allowance 
Measure. The Bill will be passed 
during this Session. It is felt that it 
would not be right to have the pay 
ments made before an election is held 
For this reason payments will not be 
started until the Ist. of July, 1945. 
The object of the Bill is to improve 
conditions in the homes throughout 
Canada and to give more nearly equa! 
opportunities to all children.

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HE invasion of Europe has thrown 

a vast and critical burden upon 
the petroleum resources of the United 
Nations. 

In the first eight days of the cam- 
paign alone Allied aircraft flew 56,000 
sorties. Many thousands of oil-burn- 
ing warships and landing barges are 
shuttling ceaselessly across the Chan- 
nel. Tanks, trucks, jeeps, mobile 
artillery, ambulances, by the thou- 
sands, are in action. 


The driving power behind all this 
activity is petroleum — gasoline and 
fuels drawn from a dwindling crude 
oil supply. But—there is only so much 
oil. If existing supplies are to prove 
adequate, the most stringent economy 
of gasoline and fuel oil must be prac- 
tised here at home. 


Canada is able to produce only 15% 
of her own gas and oil needs. The 
remainder must be imported from the 
common pool of the United Nations 
and the bulk of this is shipped here 
by tankers. Critical manpower is 
needed to produce our gasoline and 
oil.
